Office of the Board of Public Works, 
City Hall, Providence, R. I., April 2, 1883. 

To the Honorable City Council : 

In compliance with the ordinance approved February 14, 
1883, the Board of Public Works present herewith its first 
quarterly report. 

March 5th, Mr. Frederick E. Anthony, who had been 
elected a member of the Board by your honorable body to 
succeed Mr. Samuel B. Swan, whose term of office expired 
on that day, was present. The Board organized by the elec- 
tion of Mr. Charles Anthony, President. 

The Board call the attention of your honorable body to 
the fact that considerable highway work has been ordered in 
streets where water pipes have not been laid or sewers con- 
structed and that to hereafter avoid the tearing up of newly 
made streets for the purposes above named it would appear 
to be advisable to lay the water pipes, and where practicable 
to build the sewers. 

The following is a list of streets upon which highway work 
has been ordered, in which, in the opinion of the Board, 
water pipes should be laid before the highway work is done : 

Audrey street^ from Bowdoin street to Delaine street : — 
will require about 350 feet of six inch pipes. 

Ilolden streety from Beach street to Smith street: — will 
require about 500 feet of eight inch pipes. 
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Pottei'^s avenue^ from Broad street to Greenwich street: — 
will require about 560 feet of six inch pipes. 

Somerset street y from Friendship street to West Clifford 
street: — will require about 120 feet of six inch pipes. 

Wayland street y from Waterman street to Pitman street: — 
will require about 270 feet of six inch pipes. 

Manning street^ from Governor street to Gano street: — 
will require about 600 feet of six inch pipes. 

The following is a list of streets upon which highway work 
has been ordered, in which sewers are not, but could very 
properly be constructed before the highway work is done : 

Branch avenue , from North Main street ^ northerly: — sew- 
er can be laid, from Thurber's lane to Livingston street. 

Holden street y from Beach street to Smith street: — sewer 
can be laid? 

Clinton street y from Broad street to Prairie avenue: — sew- 
er can be laid. 

Polk street y from Pettis street to Hedley street: — one-half 
can be laid into Pettis street. 

Providence street^ from Dudley street to Pearl street: — 
sewer can be laid. 

Willard street y from Plain street to Eddy street: — sewer 
can be laid by building a short piece in Eddy street. 

Manning streety from Governor street to Gano street : — 
sewer can be built.

PROFESSOR JOHN HOWARD APPLETON. 



To THE Board of Public Work8, Providence : 

Gentlemen : — I propose in this report to present in a 
convenient and popular form some of the results of my ex- 
aminations of the water of the Pawtuxet river as supplied 
to the city of Providence. 

My analyses of this water have continued for a term of 
neariy eight years ; a few analyses were made in the year 
1875, and then, beginning with the year 1876, the water 
has been tested regularly twice a month up to the present 
time. For this series of tests, the water has been obtained 
from Uie river itself, near the in-take of the Pettaconset 
pumping station. At certain irregular intervals, however, 
the water has been tested from the distribution pipes of the 
city of Providence. 

PCRPOSES OF THESE TESTS. 

In having these tests made it has been the intention of 
the Water board and the Board of public works to keep a 
vigilant watch over the quality of our water at its source of 
^iipply, and also to keep a permanent record of the results. 

The superior softness of our water, whereby it is so ex 
cellent for washing purposes, is readily recognized by all 
users; and again its fitness for use in steam boilers has been 
beyond question. For the variety of other business uses 
to which it is put, it is acknowledged to be admirably fitted. 
While then, my tests had reference to the qualities which 
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adapt it to these uses, I have given special attention to 
those which applied in any way to its 6tness for drinking 
and cooking purposes. 

In case of nearly every sample a series of six tests has 
been applied. Notwithstanding this number of tests it can- 
not be denied that chemistry finds one of its most difficult 
problems in the question — Is a certain given sample of 
water fit to drink? Some of the sources of this diffic*iltj 
will be now stated. 

THE SOLVENT POWER OF WATER. 

One of the most important of the properties of water is itvS 
solvent power. Thus it is capable of dissolving greater or 
less amounts of a large proportion of all the suhatanceh 
known. Now in nature, water is constantly progressing 
from stage to stage in a sort of circulation, in course of 
which there are frequent opportunities for the water to ex- 
ert its solvent power upon the substances with which it 
comes in contact. For example, the atmospheric air 1$ 
permeated with water in the form of an almost invisible 
vapor, and this vapor is readily condensed into the liquid 
drops of rain ; now, while these drops are at first pure 
water — that is consist of absolutely nothing else but water — 
they do not long remain so. In falling, they begin to dis- 
solve substances they meet in the air during their down- 
ward progress. Upon reaching the earth, portions, at least, 
of them flow from the surface into larger bodies of water, 
as rivers for example ; other portions soak into the ground 
and flow beneath the surface toward wells or other subter- 
ranean reservoirs. In either case the water takes into solu- 
tion certain substances with which it comes into contact in the 
earth ; indeed the water that flows into rivers carries to them 
in addition various floating solid matters that hang suspended 
in it and cannot be said to be ever properly dissolved in it. 
These matters are carried to the ocean, whence great quan- 
tities of pure water evaporate into the atmosphere, ready 
upon proper occasion to begin again the round we hfiv« 
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briefly pictured. Of course the substances left behind in 
the ocean, serve in some degree to increase the impurities 
already gathered in it. 

RARITY OF PERFECTLY PURE WATER. 

So it appears that in nature it is difficult to find anywhere, 
water that is perfectly pure ; in fact it is no easy matter for 
the chemist to prepare — even by the most skilfully devised 
artificial processes — absolutely pure water, that is water in 
which he cannot detect some substimces dissolved. And 
thus it occurs that the principal differences l)etween natural 
waters arise from variations in the kind, character, and 
amount of the impurities that they contain. Of course it is 
plain that the word impurity may be used in two widely 
different senses ; in the chemical sense it is not intended to 
convey any suggestion other than that of some substances 
different from water itself, dissolved or suspended in the 
latter; in the every-day sense, the word impurity appears 
to carry the impression that the thing referred to possesses 
some foul or unwholesome quality. It is evident then that 
two different samples of drinking water may contain sub- 
stances which the chemist would designate as impurities, of 
which those in the one sample may be harmless or even ben- 
eficial, while those in the other may be highly injurious to 
health. 

THREE CLASSES OF WATERS. 

Of coui-se the chemist encounters a class of waters, the 
members of which are extremely unwholesome ; they con- 
tain mineral substances well known to be injurious or they 
are charged with animal matters in a recognizable condition 
(ff putrefaction. He also mfeets another class which are in 
the opposite extreme : it consists of waters of marked de- 
gree of purity, almost entirely free from mineral and or- 
ganic matters of any kind. 

Evidently, then, it is in waters of a third class that the 
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chemist finds difficulty in forming a correct opinion. These 
may contain, in moderate quantities, impurities which in 
larger amounts would be plainly unwholesome. 

Here, then, must be met the not uncommon difficulty of 
adopting some definite point, in a continuous series of num- 
bers, at which it will be decided that all less quantities are 
harmless and all greater quantities are dangerous. 

Again it is difficult to experimentally determine the ef- 
fects of samples of water of this third class upon individ- 
uals using them ; for initial physical condition, the articles 
of food of a more decided character, as well as various 
other circumstances make it hard to fix any given eflfect as 
distinctly referable to the use of water of this class. 

METHOD OK THIS REPORT. 

In this report, I propose to dwell mainly upon two kinds 
of tests that have been applied to the Pawtuxet water. 

The one test gives us the total amount of solids yielded 
upon evaporation of the water — a very general sort of test ; 
the other gives us the amount of albuminoid ammonia 
yielded by the wdter — a very special sort of test. 

In discussing each kind of matter I intend to refer to the 
amount of it in the water supplied to other cities and also in 
the water supplied to the city of Providence for the last 
eight years. 

In my references lo other cities I compare the waters 
by means of the tests made by Professor Albert R. Leeds, 
of Hoboken, N. J. In the months of June and July, 1881, 
this gentleman, one of the most eminent of American 
chemists, was called upon to examine the waters of the 
Passaic river which supply the cities of Newark, Jersey 
City and Hoboken. He obtained in addition, samples of 
water from a number of the principal cities of the Union 
(but not including Providence) and tested them. His re- 
sults were intended to be compared with each other ; they 
may be fairly compared also with those of tests of the 
water of the city of Providence made at that time in accord- 
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ance with our custom. While it is probable that the wat^r of 
some of these cities may have been better at some other 
dates than at those chosen by Professor Leeds, and the same 
is known to be the fact in case of the Providence water, 
viz. : that on many occasions, both before and since, it has 
been better than in June and July, 1881, yet on the whole, 
the report of Professor Leeds affords the best means of 
comparison of city waters to which I have been able to 



TABLE I. TOTAL SOLIDS IN PAWTUXET AND OTHER WATERS. 

The amount of total solids in a water is learned by evap- 
orating a measured quantity of the water in a suitable 
weighed dish ; the water then goes off as steam while there 
is left behind in the dish, as a residue, every solid substance 
that was either floating in the water or was dissolved in an 
invisible condition within it. Upon taking the weight of 
buch residue, we obtain an outside datum which is a very 
valuable one, since it tells us at once whether a water is 
grossly polluted or not. Now I have prepared table I. for 
the purpose of displaying both^the absolute and the relative 
nmoonts of total solids in our water supply. 

This table expresses throughout the number of parts ^ by 
weight, of total solids that the various kinds of water re- 
ferred to yield per million parts of water ^ also by weight ; 
moreover the kinds of water are in all cases placed in the 
order of their amounts of impurities — those having the least 
impurity coming at the top. 

First. Column one (table I.) shows the total solids ex- 
isting in waters furnished to certain of the principal cities of 
the United States in June and July, 1881.

This column also contains the results of the analysis of one 
sample of water from the Providence distribution pipes which 
was taken incidentally on June 8, 1881. 

From this column it appears that at the comparison dates 
the Providence supply ^ both in the river and in the distribu- 
tion pipeSy had a smaller amxmnt oj total solids than had any 
of the other cities mentioned; so far then^ it must be credited 
with a higher degree of purity than any of them. 

Second. Professor Leeds also examined waters from the 
sources of the Boston supply ; for purposes of comparison 
with the water of our own source, I have placed the result 
from the Boston sources in the second column. It is plain 
that so far as this datum is. concerned the Boston sources 
are far below our own in purity. 

Third. The results in the first and second columns may 
be said to refer to one pailicular period or occasion ; in the 
third column therefore^ I give a resume of the results ob 
tained in case of the Pawtuxet water upon nearly two hun- 
dred different occasions and covering a period of about 
eight years. 
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From this column it appears that the average amounts of 
total impurities in our source of supply for each and every 
one of the last eight years — and consequently for the whole 
of them — was much less than in the purest of the other city 
waters upon the comparison dates. 

The third column of table I. is one of averages. Now 
it may be said of averages that they sometimes flow from 
the improper combination of discordant extremes and thus 
become meaningless or misleading. In order to try the 
Pawtuxet averages just given, upon this point, I have in- 
troduced column four in which is given the very largest 
amounts of total solids found in the water upon any occasion 
during the last eight yeai^s — those in which we have had a 
critical examination of it. The figures of this column clearly 
show that our averages are not open to the objection sug- 
gested ; for the variations have been extremely moderate ; 
and even at the times of largest amounts our water compares 
favorably with that of the other cities at the comparison 
dates. 

Fourth. Columns five and six of table I. relate to waters 
fix)m the Providence distribution pipes. They display the re- 
sults of tests of nearly twenty samples of water tested in 
the last few months of the year 1882 and in the first few 
months of the year 1883. 

If we except numbers 14 and 21, which I am informed came 
from points entirely inaccessible to consumers, we find that 
the average amount of total solids is slightly less in these 
samples tested from the distribution, than the average amount 
ia water taken at the same period from the river.

This table needs less explanation than table I. because the 
principles guiding in its arrangement are the same as in that 
one. The fact must not be overlooked however that in this 
table the numbers represent amounts only one one-hundredth

as great as in the other — ^namely, they represent hundredths 
of ojie part of albuminoid ammonia by weight in one million 
parts of water J also by weight. 

Again the substance — albuminoid ammonia — which forms 
the subject of the table demands some comment. As hn» 
been already suggested some of the matters dissolve<l in 
water defy the attempts of the chemist to definitely char- 
acterize them. Thus it is often impossible to declare the 
presence of animal matter upon the basis of any direct test. 
Hence recourse must be had to an indirect one. The test 
based upon albuminoid ammonia is that which is almost uni- 
versally adopted as the best at pi-esent known. The term 
implies that kind of ammonia which is produced by the nat- 
ural or artificial decomposition of animal matters — and in 
some cases of vegetiible — of which albumen is taken as the 
type. In testing water, the chemist subjects it to a pro- 
cess which will develop ammonia from all of the matters 
present, capable of this change ; then he finds out with ex- 
actness the quality of ammonia so formed. The value of 
this test is enhanced by the fact that the process used — called 
Nessler's test— is one of the most delicate known to science. 
On the other hand, as has been acknoidedyed, certain hantt- 
less animal and vegetable matters may by this method U 
counted as dangerous ones. But as this course keeps us on 
the safe side it is usually adhered to, and the test for ah 
buminoid ammonia is considered one of the most important. 

First. Column I. (tjible II.) shows that the amounts of 
albuminoid ammonia, of the principal city waters compared, 
group themselves mostlj' in a spsice between the numbers 

At approximately the same dates, the three tests of the 
Providence sources all came well up in this space, while the 
sample from our distribution was surpassed by only one, 
and that one, much the best of all those compared. 

Second. Column II. (table II.) shows that at the com- 
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parison dates, the Boston sources were all of them inferior 
to ours. 

Third. Column III. (table II.) shows that for a period 
of eight years the average amounts of albuminoid ammonia 
|)er year, have been between |^% and ^^ ; that is, always 
above the middle of the group already referred to ; and fur- 
ther, column IV. shows that these averages are legitimately 
derived and are not merely the results of calculations from 
remote extremes. 

Fourth. Columns V. and VI. (table II. ) show the amounts 
of albuminoid ammonia in the samples of water from the 
Providence distribution in 1^82 and i883» 

Kwe except numbers 14 and 21, which I have remarked 
came from points entirely inaccessible to consumers, we dis- 
cover that the average amount is ^^c ^^ amount much 
less than the average (^^) in the water taken directly 
from the river at the same period. 

CONCLUSIONS. 

The results given and the explanations added, appear then 
to show conclusively that our water is one of the best ; that 
it is not now grossly polluted and has not been so since our 
critical knowledge of it ; that there is no distinct ground for 
decided complaint of its quality nor for fear with regard to its 
use. 

TTiese statements are of course based largely upon its 
analytical returns as compared with those of other cities. 
But is comparison valuable in such a case ? I think it is ; 
and that for two reasons. First, in the matter of water 
supply there exists no absolute standard of fitness ; thus we 
&re necessarily shut up to comparison. Second, cities must 
get their water from natural terrestrial sources (not from 
ideal or supernal ones) ; now when a careful search for good 
water is prosecuted by a large number of communities, es- 
pecially by those possessing well-ordered, healthy, intelli- 
gent and opulent populations, it may be fairly assumed that 
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some among them will discover superior sources d ^ 

So that if the Providence water were now, or ever 
in the inferior condition some persons have imi 
would not be able to take the high position among 
American cities, that it properly secures in the tal 
with presented. 

To the conclusions already stated, I wish to add 
fication. So far as any pollution of our water 
known to be in progress now or at any future time 
to be arrested. While notwithstanding some difiei 
opinion, it is generally admitted that even sewage 
erate quantities is often oxidized and rendered ha; 
flowing streams, it is also universally accepted that 
wise nor right to allow such contamination to go o 
cover of a reliance upon the unremitting purifyii 
cesses of nature. 

Again, in matters of health we ought not to be 1 1 
with a fair position or even a good one ; a city likej 
dence ought to demand the very best. I believe, tbi 
that unceasing efforts ought to be made to preserve td 
tuxet water supply free from every sort and kind of I 
ity that may be liable to get into it. i

December 10, 1883, the offer of L. H. Tillinghast & Co. 
to furnish, delivered in this city, three thousand pounds of 
pig lead and ten thousand pounds of lead pijie of variou> 
sizes, was accepted. Amount of offer, $720.00. 

By authority of Resolution No. 288, approved July 7, 
1883, the board, on December 6, 1883, authorized the pay- 
ment of the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars to the

In complianco with the requirements of Chapter 207, of 
the on^inances, approved February 14, 1883, the Board of

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REPORT, 



Office of the Board of Public Works, 
City Hall, Providence, R. I., April 1, 1885. 

To the Honorable City Council: 

In compliance with the requirements of Chapter 207, of 
the ordinances, approved February 14, 1883, the Board of 
Public Works respectfully presents its ninth quarterly report 
of the expenditures by the several departments under its 
direction and control, with statements of work ordered, and 
the condition and cost of same for the quarter ending March 
31, 1885. 

The city council having re-elected Charles £. Carpenter 
to membership in the Board for two years from the first 
Monday in March, 1885, he, on that day, took the oath of 
office. The Board was then re-organized by the choice of 
Charles E. Carpenter as President, and Clinton D. Sellew 
as Secretary. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The mildness of the early part of last winter permitted 
building and repairing streets well into December. On the 
suspension of work the number of laborers w^as materially 
reduced. The retained laborers were mainly put to the 
screening of gravel at the pits of Hawkins and Ridge streets, 
and to the accumulation of broken stone at the city yard, 
that there might be no lack of material on the coming of 
spring. 
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By the first of February so much of the appropriation for 
highways had been drawn out that the Board was led to 
question the economy of piling up screened gravel during 
winter, rather than to screen and cart the same once for all 
in summer, to the streets building or repairing, although for 
the time being a much larger force would be required. 

In view, however, of the great depression in business, 
whereby laborers, if discharged, could get little or no em- 
ployment, it was decided that the men had better be kept 
in work at reduced compensation, and still the ends of 
economy be met. Wages were therefore cut do^vn Febru- 
ary 16th, about seventeen per cent on the average — not a 
great reduction when it is considered what had previously 
been paid, and the low cost of nearly every necessary of life. 

Acting further in the interests of economy, as well as of 
humanity, the Board began to clear obstructions from the 
line of Clinton street extension, anl having purchased earth 
close at hand, put quite a large gang of laborers to the work 
of removing it with barrows into the deep valley which the 
said street must cross. The compensation of these laborers 
wa8 ten cents per hour, nine hours until March 23, constitu- 
ting a days work. 

The resignation of Jesse E. Gi*ay as superintendent in 
highway department, Avhich took effect March 10, and the 
appointment of Samuel L. Blaisdell to the vacancy, were 
subjects of a special communication to the city council 
March 30. 

January 27, 1885, the offer of John McCabe to cover 
complete the boiler and steam pipes leading from boiler to 
the engine at the stone crusher building, city yard, with 
McCabe's steam pipe covering, was accepted. Amount; 
$45.00. 

March 12th, the offer of Nelson Titus to raise a wooden 
building on Clinton street, made necessary by reason of 
work ordered by the Board of Aldermen, was accepted, and 
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also an offer of John W. Briggs to do the mason work 
required to put under said building a proper underpinning. 
Amount, $210.00. 

During the quarter a statement of the cost for concreting 
sidewalks on Dover and Hewes streets, with ten per cent, in 
addition thereto to cover the interest, cost of assessing and 
collecting, was certified to the Assessors of Taxes.

To THE Honorable City Council: 

In compliance with the requirements of Chapter 207, of 
the ordinances, approved February 14, 1883, the Board of 
Public Works respectfully presents its eleventh quarterly 
report of the expenditures by the several departments under 
its direction and control, with statements of work ordered, 
and the condition and cost of same for the quarter ending 
September 30, 1885. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The Board regretted the necessity, from lack of funds, of 
suspending, July 16, all highway work except cleaning and 
simple repairs. Plans might have been so made a year ago, 
by the employment of a less number of men and teams, to 
keep the department in money to the end of the fiscal year ; 
bat the Board presumed that, considering the great extent of 
curbing and road building ordered, the city council would 
be anxious to see the work driven even with the prospect of 
having to make an extra appropriation. As, however, an 
extra appropriation was not made, the Board arranged its 
affairs according to the balance it had to draw upon — hence 
the suspension as above stated. 

The stoppage of so much work in the best time of the year 
for its prosecution naturally occasioned some unpleasantness. 
Abuttors on streets ordered to be curbed and built fretted. 
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travelers on highways needing repairs complained of the 
roughness of them, and laborers were anxious to learn how 
soon they were likely to again have employment. 

The additional appropriation of ten thousand dollars for 
" repairs,** by resolution of the city council approved Sep- 
tember 10th, set the wheels in motion once more. A num- 
ber of streets were inunediately put into good order ; and 
work in this line is being pushed to the intent that before 
winter all important roadways may be in proper condition. 

July 16th, the offer of Dexter Grorton to move the fence 
in fix)nt of the school-house lot on Greenwich street, for the 
sum of thirty-three dollars, was accepted. 

September 8th, the proposal of the Providence Coal Co. 
to furnish the coal required by the Highway Department for 
one year, was accepted, the cartage to be done by the city. 

September 10th, the offer of Henry S. Taft to fumidi 
delivered in this city one thousand feet of street curbing, 
was accepted. Amount, $500.00. 

During the quarter bills for curbing set and unpaid have

WATER WORKS. 

It was remarked in the eighth quarterly report, made hst 
January, that considerable progress had been made id the 
removal of impurities from the Pawtuxet river. The Board 
is now able to say that very much has been done. Of prir- 
ies, sinks, pig-pens and bams which had more or less drain- 
age into the stream, six-sevenths were shut off by September 
30, and a part of the remaining seventh by the time this 
report was committed to the printer. 

There are a few manufacturing establishments which dis- 
charge the waste fit)m wool-scouring, from bleaching iihl 
from dyeing, into the river ; but the owners of most of them 
are considering plans for utilizing this waste matter. The 
Board has not pressed in this direction so much as in the 
direction of the former class of defiling stuff, believing that 
it is less liable to affect the public health. 

When the water works were projected it was a generally 
accepted opinion that chemical analysis could readily dis- 
close the harmful impurities in water supply, but science 
seems now to &ssert that some mischievous agents elude eveo 
extraordinary tests. To this class of mischief makers the 
Boiird has given the more close attention, because the really 
excellent character of our Pawtuxet as shown in the bi- 
monthly analysis is a su£Bcient warrant for allowing time to 
manufacturers in their study of methods, whereby their 
wastes may be disposed of without cost, and perhaps with 
some profit. 
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July 20th, a portion of the mill site at Pawtuxet was 
leased to John H. Manchester for the term of one year for 
the sum of thirty dollars. 

July 23d, the offer of the Warren Foundry and Machine

To THE Honorable City Council : 

In compliance with the requirements of Chapter 207 of 
the ordinances, approved February 14, 1883, the Board of 
Public Works respectfully presents its twelfth quarterly 
report of the expenditures by the several departments under 
its direction and control, with statements of work ordered, 
and the condition and cost of same for the quarter ending 
December 31, 1885. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The intention of the Board to have all important roadways 
in proper condition before winter was not fulfilled to the 
letter, notwithstanding great activity in the department, and 
an unusually mild December. 

Nevertheless, the end of the quarter found, on the whole, 
a very good state of the streets. In addition to repairs, 
several jobs of curb-setting, gutter-paving and road-build- 
ing, not thought easy to reach when the October report was 
niade, have been accomplished.

WATER WOBKS. 

The Board has little to say in this report on the subject of 
purification of the Pawtuxet river. The remaining sources 
of pollution, few in number, must necessarily continue till 
spring fairly opens. In the line of purification, as also fof 
more economy of labor and better control of the water sup- 
ply, the Board had planned, last fall, to connect the Corliss 
engine pump-well at Pettaconset with the settling basin 
from which the Cornish engine is supplied. 

Materials and tools were placed at the river bank early in 
October, and on the 16th of that month the Cornish engine 
was started, mainly to keep the water of the settling basin 
at a low level during the progress of the work. On the 
19th, by the slipping out of a small but important key, the 
air-pump rod was broken, and its connections with the main 
beam were bent. A new rod and new connections were 
substituted for the damaged pieces, but winter came before 
the engine was ready to work. The job of connecting the 
pomp-well with the basin was, therefore, postponed until 
the winter shall be past. 

The Cornish engine was again started, December 10th, 
and was steadily working at the end of the quarter.

The contract under which the Corliss engine and house 
were erected did not include a coal-hoase, but four openings 
were left in the fire-room wall, whereby to enter suchi 
house whenever built. The unfinished appearance of the 
establishment, and the fact that all the coal consumed there 
had to be wheeled in from a pile in front of the fire-room 
door, in all kinds of weather, decided the Board to put ap 
a coal-house without further delay. To get sufficient area 
on a level with the fire-room floor, nearly eleven hundred 
yards of earth were removed from a bank some twenty-five 
feet high. The building, practically finished December 
31st, is forty-six and one-half feet long, thirty feet wide, 
and seventeen and one-half feet high. It is quite in keep- 
ing with the engine-house as to style and materials, and will 
hold, without much piling, a hundred tons of coal. The 
cost of this house, including the removal of earth for its 
site and the paved floor covered with asphalt, is aboot 
twenty-six hundred dollars.

In compliance with the requirements of Chapter 207 of 
the ordinances, approved February 14, 1883, the Board of 
Public Works respectfully presents its sixteenth quarterly 
report of the expenditures by the several departments under 
its direction and control, with statements of work ordered, 
and the condition and the cost of same for the quarter end- 
ing December 31, 1886. 

WATER WORKS. 

October 18th, the proposal of Charles E. Hall for build- 
ing a road in North R'ovidence, from Smith street to the 
land purchased for reservoir purposes, was accepted and a 
contract subsequently executed.

October 21st, the wood standing upon a portion of the 
land purchased for a reseiToir at Fruit Hill, was sold to 
Walter S. Seamans for one hundred dollars and the furnish- 
ing to the city 1,500 fence posts. 

October 22d, the proposal of the Camden Iron Works, of 
Camden, N. J., to furnish five hundred tons of six-inch, and 
twenty-two hundred and thirty-three tons of twenty-four 
inch, cast-iron water pipes, was accepted.

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Since been executed with said company for furnishing these 
pipes vvhich will amount to $73,324,50, 

November 17th, the offer of the Whittier Machine Com- 
pany, of Boston, to furnii^h, delivered in this city, sii 
twenty-four inch water gates ^ was accepted.

December 20th, the offer of the Whittier Machine Com- 
pany, of Boston, to furnish, delivered in this city, ten four- 
inch ; sixty six-inch ; twenty-two eight-inch, and seven 
twenty-four-inch water gates, waa accepted.

Greneral Nelson Viall, for several months superintendent 
of highways, felt himself called to take again the position 
of warden of the Bhode Island State Prison, and tendered 
his resignation October 16. The Board, in a letter of same 
date accepting his resignation, expressed to him its sense of 
his faithfulness.
